This thought, down in thc mind 


of almost every American, has temp- 
ered the potenlial "spending spree" 
thus far. For many weeks after em- 
ployment began to leap forward, re- 
tail sales generally did not reflect 
thc advanced purchasing power, even 
in towns where its presence was ob- 
vious. One reason is that many, many 
people had obligations which they 
wanted to clear up before they did 
anything directly for themselves. Mo- 
ney orders went streaming out of 
defense centers to "thc folks back 
home." People wanted to clear the 
decks of debt and obligation while 
they could; then if thc whole thing 
collapsed, they would at least start 
even. 


Now those who have a finger on 


the business j pulse say that money 
from fattened pay envelopes is begin- 
ning to flow into direct retail trade. 
Faced with thc realization that cer- 
tain kinds of goods may be hard to 
get at any price, even thc expected 
higher prices, people arc buying. But 
they are buying more solidly, care- 
fully, than they did in that other 
"war boom." They arc buying things 
they really need, things that will 
last. Dealers report large cash sales. 


There is no reason at all why peo- 


ple, especially people who have been 
in pinched circumstances during the 
past 10 years, should not buy the 
things they have long wanted. There 
is no reason, in thc midst of our 
great food surpluses, why they should 
not buy Jho food so long denied to 
so many. 


When that has been done, there is 


always thc Defense Bond 
savings 


plan into which prudent people may 
put surplus purchasing power, thus 
supporting thc government in the 
present emergency, helping to avoid 
undue price rises due to excess bid- 
ding for restricted amounts of goods, 
and at the same time piling up a 
backlog for their own security against 
the time when deflation ma£ fol- 
low the rising tide.

tricians have already been hired by 
the contractor he has not "got on". 


He said the contractor's office told 


him they had just hired five electric- 
ians—"who must be outside men, be- 
cause of the scarcity of recognized 
local electricians," he added. 


He said the local employment of- 


fice told him they didn't know whe- 
ther the job was "union" or not. 


But tile contractor's office tol him 


they had been informed a union card 
would be required of electricians.

electricians wishing to go to work must 
apply to thc Little Rock local of thc 
union electricians, and after qualify- 
ing there must pay §27 for initiation 
and first-month clues. It is said that 
payment is on the basis of $7 down 
and ?1 a day for each day actually 
worked.

Seaman Light's Saloon Is Cozy Haven After His 
10 Days Adrift in Lifeboat of Torpedoed Ship

Despite Ordeal 
He Welcomes 
Return to the Sea

SEAPORT 
TOWN, England- 


Standing there behind the bar of this 
little seaport pub, able seaman Sidney 
Light fools fine. Next week though, 
he says, he'll feel better. For that is 
when he is scheduled to board an 
8000-ton freighter bound for New York 
to take on a cargo of munitions. 


Owning a waterfront pub-hotel is all 


right, says Sidney. It gives you a 
feeling of being able to call something 
your own. 
But for real living, "I'll 


lake the sea." He says this dqspite 
that last trip in from New York when 
the S. S. Uort Malcl was torpedoed 
500 miles from the Irish Coast. 


It was during the night and a heavy 


sea was running when the torpedo 
from that U-boat struck. Only two 
lifeboats got away. The captain com- 
manded No. 2 boat, able seaman Light 
had No. 4.
